1 . Claims 9-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited art discloses a first gap is formed between the first and third sections, a second 
gap is formed between the second and fourth sections, and the first gap equals to the 
second gap as recited in claim 9; the second antenna branch being alongside the first 
antenna branch, and the second antenna branch having a first gap with the first antenna 
branch, wherein the second antenna branch is connected to a first end of the first 
antenna branch to form a series connection and the first gap is in an L-shape as recited 
in claim 18; and the second end of the second antenna branch and the second end of 
the first antenna branch form an opening of the gap as recited in claim 26.
